A New Phase Being Developed t — 
the Aber Circles. 


In my last article to your paner in 
which Í gave you the result of a fash- 
lightexperiment at a seance at W, W. 
Aber's, at Spring Hill, Kan., in which 
they succeeded in geuing the photo of 
spirit Dr. Reed, by flashing a light u 

his materialized form, I promised toiv 
you the result of another experiment, 
| which I consider more wonderful, if pos- 
sible, than the flash-light experiment. At 
the trial I shall describe to you now, we 
obtained the photograph of a female, in 
i full form, without any sitter or medium 
in the cabinet. This picture was taken 
by Mrs. Mabel Aber, and it came about 
in this way: The spirits are writing a 
book, on paper, by their own hands, in 
full view of the entire circle, at Mr.

Marriage and Divorce. 
A great deal of discussion has besn 
held on these subjects, The churches, 


especially the Catholic, holding fast the 
old idea that marriage is a sacrament 
conseerated by a priest, and indissoluble. 


The Protestant preachers have been 
given the same right by law. There is 
a concerted action among the priests and 
Protestant preachers, in the face of 
modern thought and advancement, to 
muke the divorce laws more stringent, 
and marriage emphatically an indissolu- 
ble union. 

What is demanded is the taking of 
the whole matter out of the hands of the 
priests and preachers. They have no 
more right to interfere in the marriage 
contract than in the executing of deeds, 
mortgages, and other ayreements. Mar- 
riage is a civil contract, and its ac- 
knowledgment by civil authority ts for 
the purpose of protecting the rights of 
all concerned. As such. the civil officers 
are the only proper authority to witness 
such contract. Of course, priests and 
clergy hang on to this custom with a 
death grip, ostensibly clamoring for the 
moral purity of the people, but really

Tet us have a law making marriage 
logal only when consummated by a map- 
istrate. Let us really, ax we set up the 
revolution, make the government free 
from the rule of the church. Todo thin 
will require a desperate struggle, es- 
pecially with the Catholic priests, for 
the Catholic marriage is Indissoluble, 
und makes a mave of the wife, and gives 
the children to the chureh. 

That this usurpation has neen èo tong 
mtiently borne shows the stupefying 
oree of superstition.

It matters not how reverently and car- 
fully the body may be laid away in the 
grave. The process of disintegration 
has alrvady beyan. and while it may be 
retarded, it cannot be arrested. The 
softer tissues soon lose their identities, 
and, though the bones may memain in 
shape, it is but as a phosphate of lime, 
which has lost every atom of the animal 
tissue that permeated it during life. 
Traces of iron and seme other metallic 
substances may remain. but it is all in 
inorganic form. and of no more use for 
resusvitation than would be so much 
other dead matter yathered from any 
other part of creation. This is the case 
even with the mummy forms that have 
been recovered from the pyramids some 
thousands of years after having been 

laced in their bituminous swathing 
Rane. The disinteyrated material is 
simply held in useless shape by the en- 
veloping preservative. It is dead matter 
to all intents and purpews, and the rest, 
by far the greater portion of the original 
frame, has long since fown off in the 
shape of the onranic yases, buing wat- 
tered over perhaps thousands of square 
miles before entering into other forms 
If not so wattered the difficulty would 
not be lessened. We are in that case 
confronted with the fact that the same 
material forms in succession a part of 
eech of hundreds of diferent animated 
structures, and that it must be impossiblo 
for more than one of them to sucvessfully 
claim it on the resurrection morn, unless 
matter as well as tho Deity be omni- 
prevent. 

These facts were not known in the 
days when the duvtrine of a literal res- 
urrevtion of the body was formulated. 
They are now well-ascertained facts, and 
are understaud more or less precisely by 
millions of people who are also aftiliated 
in some way with the Christian churchee.

REMINISCENCES, 
In Reference to Dr. Slade, 


On itmaing over Ute mwpatt of ths annl- 
Vereary neetiig of the First Sasety of 
Spiritualists of New York City, pute 
lished to Tur Pronn vE THIN ER, 
Na, T2, I was surprised to aa the follow- 
ing statement, mate by Hanry J. New- 
tui lIn ble opening rämarks, wit: * Dr.

lituinediately after mseding the above, I 
wrote to Mr. Neu wn, informing him 
that the Theomphical Soviety had noth- 
ing to do with Slado’s yulng to Russia: 
that everything wee arranged through 
cormenondence by letter oetweeg the 
Hon. A. A. Akeakof and Dr. sladu, or. if 
you chase, myself, writing over Sladv's 
signature 

Thinking Mr. Newton would like to 
correct eo great a mistake, I hastenal to 
give him the above faote Last sunday 
l attended the afternoon meeting in 
Adelphi Hall, where } saw Mr. Newton 
after the serviews were clued. He sald 
he had nweived my note, but that | was 
mistaken. Inthe conversation that ful- 
lowed we eaob engaged in a fruitices ùf- 
fort  convinew the other of his error. 

Consequently, I drem it a duty I owe 
to the public, as well as to thos distin- 
wuished Russians whose: mqueet came 
io the form of a draft fer one thousand 
dollars in gold from Mr. Aksakef, the 
sum required by us and named in my 
last letter to him. About the time this 
draft camo to Col. Olevtt, he received a 
letter from Aksakof in which it was supy- 
wrested that if Slade would favora con- 
tnittes chosen or appointed by the The 
usophical Swiety white sitting, a favur- 
able report from it is advance of Slade's 
coming would erwate a favorable im- 
pression. [t su happened that I valled 
on the Colonel one morning. when he 
told me that be had just meoelved the 
letter referred to above, and after rvad- 
ing its contents to tne, asked if 1 thought 
Slade would receive such a comuinittec. 

I replied that I would yo at once and 
submit the question ty Slade, and return 
immediately with his answer. Slade 
said yes. speelfying the number, and 
designated the hour they were to come, 
which was on the following day and 
evening, two in the forenuon, two in 
the afternoon, and two in the crening: 
after which, on the same eveniny, the 
entire cammittee was giren a sitting to 
uvther. During this sitting, two slates, 
telonying to one of the committee, that 
had been previously fastened tayether 
and tied upin heavy folds of wrapping 
paper. went to pieess while buing held 
in Slade’s hand under the table. 

Quite a loud noise accompanicd the 
breakiny of the slates. which was de 
svribed in their report as a muffled ex- 
Plosion. Consequently, two of the gen- 
tlemen belonging to the committee were 
invited by De. Slade to return on the 
following day, and to come prepared to 
repeat theexperiment. They came prv- 
vided with two small slates. that has 
bowns previously fastened toyether with 
wms. Writing was obtained on the 
inner surface of one of these, which 
ended the sittings with the committee: 
and which was also among the last 
given previous w boarding the steamer 
on the first day of July. 1875. The 
seeming haste to give the sittings aru 
from the fact that the time for our de- 
parture was drawing near. The regular 
meeting of the Theosophical Society was 
to be held on the evening of the same 
day that Col. Olcott read to me the letter 
from Mr. Aksakof, 2 there was no time 
to be lust. Slade having devided to visit 
friends in Michigan before sailing, had 
no time to spare. 

These hurried sittings, which were 
wiven to the committee on the eve of our 
departure, represent all that the The 
ceuphical Society had to do with Slade’s 
guing io Russia. 

Another point to which I invite atten- 
tion is, that a written contract was en- 
tered into between the Hon. A. A. 
Aksakof and Dr. Slade, which was 
signed hy both parties to it: Col. Olcott 
representing Mr. Aksakof. 

«n that contract it was ayred by 
Slade that for and in consideration of 
one thousand dollars to him in hand paid 
by the mid Akmalni, that he, Slade 
would report in person to Mr, Aksakof. 
at No. è Nevaby Prospect. St. Peters- 
bury. Russia, on or before the Arst day 
of November, IS7H Slade at the same 
time gave collateral security to wuar- 
antee his fulfilling his part of the con- 
tract In that ceptraet the The 
ocsophical Swiety was net koown. 

Finally, when Slade and [ were ar- 
meted in London. I bastened to inform 
Mr. Aksakof of what had occurred, and 
to say that legal proceedings might pro- 
long vur stay in England, so as to pre 
vent Slade being In St. Petersburg at 
the time spevitied in the contract. 

In acknowledging the receipt of my 
letter Mr. Aksakof sald: “Stay an 
fight it out. and send me the papers von- 
taining reports of the trial.” 

My antivipations proved to be correct, 
for we were detain’ in Londen until 
the last day of February. 1577. We then 


croeesd over to the Goatinent, when I! 


j informed Mr. Aksakof of our wherea- 
bouts, and asked if he desired Slade to 
come to St. Petersburg then. His an- 
ewhr was that the waia in Si. Peters- 
bury was tao far gone. and aside from 
that. <-veral gentlemen whe were inter- 
ested in Slade’s coming were in the 
army, whieh was then engaged in the 
war with Turkey, consequently, it would 
be advisable to walt until the war was 
over.
